At the February 28 Huron 
Township Board meeting 
Trustee Nora Adkins express- 
ed concern over payment of a 
bill. Adkins questioned the 
payment of airfare to an out-of- 
state conference attended by 
Director of Planning and 
Zoning Leslie Meyer. 

Treasurer Jarrod Barron said 
that he thought Meyer had 
been invited to speak at the 
conference. 

Clerk Dawnette Bowers 
explained that she had inform- 
ed Meyer that Meyer should 
- make a request for payment of 


the airfare before the Township ° 


Board. The Clerk revealed, 
however, that the Township 
has no set policy for obtaining 
reimbursement of conference 
expenses. 


Trustee Larry O’Kelley said 
that he felt the Township 
should have a policy regarding 
payment of conference expens- 
es. He felt that the policy 
should state that in such cases 
the issue should be brought 
before the Board for approval. 

However, O’Kelley pro- 
ceeded, “I’m inclined to pay it 
because of the arrangement the 
Supervisor made.” 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
had approved the expense for 
Meyer. 

O’Kelley continued by sug- 
gesting that the issue be placed 
on the agenda for future con- 
ference and seminar costs. 

The Supervisor said, “The 
only policy I was ever told of 
was the $2,000 limit, so I 
signed the ticket [Meyer’s 
request].”
